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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to applicants' amendment filed October 14, 2005 in the 
above application. The amendment is not deeming to be persuasive to overcome the 
rejection set forth in the Official Action mailed July 27, 2005. Claims 2, 11, 17, 19, 43 
and 71-86 are pending in this application. Claims 1, 3-10, 12-16, 18, 20-42 and 44-70 
have been cancelled. The terminal disclaimer filed November 9, 2005 is sufficient to 
overcome the double patenting rejection of claim 43 set forth in said Official Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 2, 11, 17, 19 and 75-77 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kaster et al (USP 5,234,447). The patent to Kaster et al discloses an 
anastomotic device having a stiffening framework 46 formed of a deformable material of 
stainless steel having a thickness of about 25mm. See figure 8 and 10, wherein the 
frame is capable of being shaped to define a flow path. Claims 1 1 and 17 are process 
claims that do further limit the structural features of the apparatus. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 43 is allowable over the art of record. 
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Claims 71-74 and 78-86 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed October 14, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The patent to Kaster discloses each of the elements recited in the 
claims, i.e. claim 2; 

• (preamble) an anastomotic device (figure 10) capable of performing the 
intended use; 

• a stiffening framework (46) formed of a deformable (malleable) material 
(figurers 14-19); 

• means (43, 44) for attaching the stiffening framework to the vessel, 
capable of holding the edge of surfaces. 

Each of the elements is disclosed in the Kaster patent and capable performing 
the recited function. In response to applicant's argument that The intended use of the 
claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention 
and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior 
art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the 
claim. 

The examiner believes this action is proper and therefore made final. 
Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
